Taking of Testimony in the 
Edelman Case. 


A WITNESS OF SHORT MEMORY 


The Fraudulent Warrant Fully Iden- 
tified—Frank Lauterio on the 
Stand — General Court 
News—Notes. 


The taking of testimony in the case of 
the People against Henry W. Edelman 
cominenced yesterday in Department Six of 
the Superior Cout, before Judge Wade and 
a jury. 

All told, six witnesses were examined 

yesterday. But perhaps the most remark- 
able witness of the sextette was L. B. Cohn, 
the pawnbroker. Mr. Cohn isan uncle of 
the defendant. He gave evidence of the 
most remarkable and unheard of lapse of 
memory. 
Tue defendant has engaged the best of 
c:unsel in the person of Messrs. Gage & 
White. The prosecution is represented by 
Deputy District Attorney Hardesty and 
Messra, Silent & Campbell, 

The jury that is impaneled to try the 
cases comprises the following: J. K. 
Stump, William Evans, A. C. Day, J. W. 
Woodruff, L. S. Butler, C. Charnock, Dan 
Jones, Mathew Dinsmore, W. Docksteder, 
E. Sorabje, Jean Parkes and Edwin 
Gregory. 

‘The charge upon which Edelman is now 
being tried is that he caused to be pre- 
sented a fraudulent claim to the County 
Treasurer fur payment. It is alleged that 
for the month of February, 1889, while 
clerk of Department One of the Superior 
Court, he placed upon his jury book asa 
trial juror F. A. Bliss. and that subsequently 
he caused to be drawn upon the streugth of 
his fraudulent return $64, 

: THE TESTIMONY. 

The first witness totake the stand was 
County Treasurer Jabez Banbury. Ile 
swore that on divers occasions L. B. Cohn 
had presented to him county warrants for 
payment. Upon being shown the traudu- 
lent Bliss warrant he swore that he had 
paid the amount to B. Cohn, March 6> 
1889. The handwriting on the back of the 
note Mr. Banbury identified as that of L. B. 
Cohn. Theintroduction of this testimony 
was objected toon the ground that it did 
not connect the defendant. The court ad- 
mitted it, however, temporarily, agreeing to 
rule it out unless it was connected with the 
defendant later on. | 

On cross-examination Mr. Banbury said 
that he did not know in whose handwriting 
the body of the warrant was. 

The next witness was the gentleman 
with a short and weak memory, L. B. Cohn. 
After being sworn be was shown the Bliss 
warrant. He testified that he had first 
seen it in his own store, but he did not re- 
member from whom he received it. He had 
received warrants at various times from 
Henry Edelman. He had indorsed the 
name of F. A. Bliss” on the back of the 
warrant. He supposed the treasurer 
1 him to do so, but did not exactly 

now. 

The witness could not exactly recollect 
whether he had told Mr. Hardesty yester- 
day that Henry Edelman had authorized 


swore that he had taken the warrant to the 
Treasurer's office and was there informed 
that it was not indorsed. He supposed that 
he had indorsed it by L. B. Cohn. 

The court denied the request of the 
Deputy District Attorney to ask leading 
questions.

Another Method of Curing Ripe |- 


Olives. 

By this method the fruit may be 
gathered when fully covered, while 
the olives are still hard. 

Take anew cask or barrel, with a 
faucet near the bottom; cover the bot- 
tom of the cask with pure salt one 
inch thick; then put in a layer of olives 
then another layer 
of salt one inch thick above the olives, 
and in this way fill the cask or barrel; 
the upper layer of olives carefully cover 
with salt. When the salt dissolves, 
drain off the bitter water, and then pour 
in more salt, and when dissolved drain 
off as before, aud apply more salt. 
This part of the process is in- 


bitterness. In thirty days drain off 
the bitter water, pouring in fresh 
cold water until all traces of salt are 
washed away. The next point in the 
process is to remove the large per 
cent. of salt absorbed by the fruit. 

This is done by applying water daily. 

Change the water daily ‘until the fruit 
is palatable. Then place in glass 
fruit jars or olive bottles, according to 
directions given in preceding recipe 
for brine. - 

Another method in common use is to 
fill the cask or barrel with black olives; 
cover with brine as strong as it can be 
wade. Attheendof ten days draw 
off the brine and apply new brine, 
made in the same proportions; do this 
the third time, and at the end of thirty 
or forty days you car freshen with cold 
water as in the former experiment. 
The cask should be in a cool, dark 
room. If you wish to let the fruit re- 
main in this strong brine until spring 
you can do so by putting in the head of 
the barrel to exclude the air. The 
olives of commerce are exported in 
strong brine, then freshened and bot- 
tled; salicylic acid being added to the
